He 
did not know for a fact that these hongs 
were Chinese, Tho tickets wore not exactly 
! the same as tho Manila ones. The value of 
‘these tickets, witness thought, was $1. 
The Wai Sing books were found in a cigar 
OX. a 
i By Mr Wotton :-—Witness found a large 
number of the Wai Sing tickets in'the top 
drawer of the money changer’s atall and in 
{some other places. ‘He did not find tickets 
: in the monoy-changor's stall nor in the seat. 
i Witness could not: say that he had known 
ithis da a money changer’s stall as it was a 
new building. Cigara .were sold in’ the 
shop. ‘Tho greatest portion of the Manila 
tickets were found. in the safe. Wit- 
ness could not take note of the 
doubles for which the tickets in the safe 
were for, because he could not read Spanish 
in which language the months were. He 
did take particular notice that the tickets 
which had drawn prizes, were for June and 
July. He could not swear this. Witness 
did not know. when the Manila tickets were 
printed, of course’ be believed they were 
printed in Manila, Witness seized the 
stull in the shop because it was used for 
gambling purposes. Witness did call’ it an 
implement of gambling, because it is used 
for holding the tickets. Witness considered 
that:all the moneys or securities for moneys 
which ho. had seized were in actual use for 
the purposes of gambling. Witness meant 
by actual use that he found the moneya.in 
drawers. along with ticketd. In the box 
where the Wei Sing. books were found 
thore was no money, Witness would say 
that all thé tickets found were in actual 
use for tho purposes of gambling. Witness 
did not know that this shop sent 4 large 
number of tickets to the Treaty Ports. No 
Manila ticket was purchased in the shop for 
the purpuses of this case so far as witness 
knew... Witness had heard that Munila 
tickets were sold in Hongkong, but did not 
know it from personal experience. Witness 
did not count the monvy -ho seized in the 
shop. He did this shortly after.he got to 
tho Police Station. None of the money was 
brought up in'the constable’s pocket, nor did 
witness. Everytliing was locked up just as 
witness found it in the. safe, Defendant 
ve witness the keys, and the whole was 
locked up in his presence. «Witness. when 
he went to the shop did not expect. to find 
Manila tickets; he only expected to find 
Chineso tickets. He expected-eto . find 
money, becanso.in all gambling “houses 
money was found, : 
Mr Wotton said that as the defendant 
was a banker, delay in this matter meant 
ruin for him. - He. understood that already 
about $80,000 had been paid out’ by: him. 
Mr Wodehouse said he was proceeding 
with the case.as-speedily as possible. He 
could not help the delay.
